AN ACT Relating to preventing the use of |aw enforcenment profiling
on the basis of whether a person is riding a notorcycle or wearing
nmot or cycl e-rel ated paraphernalia; and adding a new section to chapter
43. 101 RCW

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 43.101 RCW
to read as foll ows:

(1) Local |aw enforcenent agencies shall:

(a) Adopt a witten policy designed to condemn and prevent
not orcycl e profiling;

(b) Review and audit their existing procedures, practices, and
training to ensure that they do not enable or foster the practice of
not orcycl e profiling;

(c) Institute training to address the issues related to notorcycle
profiling. O ficers should be trained in howto better interact with
persons they stop so that legitimate police actions are not
m spercei ved as notorcycle profiling;, and

(d) Work with the notorcycle groups in their communities to
appropriately address the issue of notorcycle profiling.
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(2) The Washi ngton Association of Sheriffs and Police Chiefs shall
coordinate with the crimnal justice training commssion to ensure that
issues related to notorcycle profiling are addressed in basic |aw
enforcenment training and offered in regional training for in-service
| aw enforcenent officers at all |evels.

(3) For purposes of this section, "notorcycle profiling" neans
using the fact that a person rides a notorcycle or wears
not orcycl e-rel ated paraphernalia as a factor in deciding to stop and
guestion, take enforcenent action, arrest, or search a person or
vehicle with or wthout I|egal basis wunder the United States
Constitution or the Washi ngton state Constitution.
